This  number,  In  our  irregularly  Issued  bibliography  series,  presents  book  and 
periodical  article  citations  written  about  the  major  conflicts.  They  provide 
details  which  relate  to  terrorist  activities  as  there  was  seldom  a  prescribed 
field  of  battle  and  little  time  to  organize  for  tactics.
